T h e frustrating loss o f the $10 million 
D esert Inn project has focussed public atten­ 


tion on the crying need for a drastic overhaid 
not only of th e structure b u t of th e basic 


policies and atm osphere o f our city govern­ 
m ent. 


Palm Springs' city d ad s at present are at­ 


tem pting to preserve the o ld round table dis­ 
cussion type of governm ent and at th e same 


tim e ru n a m ulti-m illion business enterprise 
for th e taxpayers. It ean't h e done. 


Ideal though a T ow n Hall dem ocracy 
m ay have been in a small com m unity, sheer 


size m akes it im practical an d inoperative in 


a larger city. H ow can a council, in session, 
possibly find tim e to listen to the plaints and 
plaudits of 16,000 constituents? 


F o r th at m atter, how can a petitioner 
possibly find tim e to grope his w ay through 
not only seven councilm en an d their scores of 
paid adm inistrative help, b u t the additional 
scores o f laym en on the various commissions, 


vociferously deliberating, in this ease, for five 
m onths? 


It's tim e to stream line our governm ent 
and its procedures. 


F o r a start, xve can restrict our council 


sessions to tw o hour deliberative, legislative 
m eetings. At th o se sessions th e council should 
he allow ed to evaluate calm ly the findings 
and recom m endations of its paid personnel 


and its com m issions. It should not b e harass­ 
ed hv endless discussion from the audience 
nor w orn o u t b y the lo u d est and lengthiest 
orator from the floor. 


b e lim ited to 


presentations 


P ublic discussion should 
public 
hearings. 
Individual 


from th e constituency should b e scheduled 
in advance, placed on the agenda and re­ 
stricted as to tim e. 


T his w ould necessitate strong leadership 


by th e m ayor, cooperation from the council 


and understan d in g from the electorate. B ut it 
w ould elim inate five - m onths no - decision 
fights an d induce dignity and perform ance to 
council m eetings. 


In to this atm osphere w e could inject 


a relatively few dollars for a survey of our 
governm ent, conducted by an outside expert 


and an im partial team of m anagem ent co n ­ 
sultants. Such a survey could go into the o v er­ 
lap p ing functions and duties of our various 
com m issions and the scope of their training 
and responsibilities. 
M ost of the cities in this countrv now 


periodically em ploy such firm s to stream line 
and k eep efficient their governm ent. It is a 
universal practice, w ith large corporations. 
P erhaps, as a result, w e w ould really u n d e r­ 


stand, appreciate and fully em ploy our city 
m an ager form o f governm ent. 


A dded to all this, or perhaps as a neces­ 


sary prelim inary, w e could acced e to th e d e ­ 
m ands of our citizens and change onr stru c ­ 
tu re to a five m an council, each elected to 


rep resen t A LL the city rather than a je rry ­ 
m an d ered w ard. 


W ith all this, there w ould h e no need 
or p robability of losing the next offering of a 
sizeable investm ent in the com m unity.

Our Runaway Judiciary 


WASHINGTON - There 
are 
plans in Congress to reaffirm the 
Congressional right 
to 
investi­ 
gate. This one of many funda­ 
mental 
rights 
that 
has been 
chivied away by Supreme C ourt 
decisions. 
Both the Congressional groups 
which inquire into subversiv a c ­ 
tivities are involved. The House 
Un-American Activities Commit­ 
tee (HUAC) is the result of P ub­ 
lic Law 601, 79th Congress, 194«. 
The Senate Internal Subcommit­ 
tee of the Judiciary Committee 
was established 
under 
Senate 
Joint Resolution Mi. 81st Con­ 
gress, 1950. While the Suprem e 
Court cannot, of course, abolish 
the works of Congress, its d e­ 
cisions have narrowed and cir­ 
cum scribed the authority. 
Writing a dissenting opinion in 
Watkins vs. USA, 
1956, Justice 
Clark spoke roughly of his col­ 
leagues: 


Mischievous 
Curbing 


“As I ace it, the chief fault 
of the m ajority opinion is its m is­ 
chievous curbing of the inform­ 
ing function of the Congress . . . 
it m ay be that a t times the 
House Committee on Un-Amer­ 
ican Activities has, as the Court 
•ays, ‘conceived of its task in 
the grand view of its name.' . . . 
But that is none of our affair. 
So long as the object of a legis­ 
lative com m ittee is legitimate . . 
it is not for the courts to inter­ 
fere 
.. . The m ajority has sub­ 
stituted the 
Judiciary 
as 
the 
grand inquisitor and supervisor 
of Congressional investigations.” 
Watkins, a labor leader, had 
admitted that from 1942-47, “ I 
cooperated with the Communist 
P*rty and participated in Com­ 
munist activities.” But he denied 


the “ right to silence" w h e n 
pressed for answers by the Com­ 
m ittee. 
The Court upheld him 
and ruled that he was not in 
contem pt of Congress for refus­ 
ing to answer. 
In 1962, 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
found another way to throw out 
contempt of Congress cases. It 
ruled in Russell vs. USA that the 
indictment, to be sustainable in 
court, m ust state 
the 
subject 
m atter under inquiry, as found 
by the grand jury. The Russell 
case related to an HUAC investi­ 
gation. but three other sim ilar 
cases were decided at the same 
sitting, all of them originating in 
hearings before the Internal Se­ 
curity Subcommittee. 
Court Confined Itself 
In these four instances, the Su­ 
preme Court did not attack the 
Congressional right or method of 
inquiry, but confined itself to the 
sole question of "sufficiency" in 
the language of an indictment. 
But. again, and in the m ost de­ 
vious fashion, roadblocks were 
flung into the path of Congres­ 
sional investigators, and persons 
convicted of c o n t e mpt were 
shown 
another way to escape 
punishment for criminal acts. 
Beginning in 
1956. when the 
Supreme Court handed down 12 
decisions 
involving 
Communist 
and subversive 
activities, 
and 
continuing t h roug h the recent 
session, the top judicial body of 
the United States has been in 
almost continuous disagreement 
with Congress about the latter's 
concern with the internal threat 
of Communism. The chief result 
of these decisions has been com­ 
fort for the sworn enemies of the 
nation, frustration of 
law 
en­ 
forcement, 
serious 
interference 
with the work of Congress and 
P*rty m em bership and claim ed deprivation of the American peo­ 


ple's protection under their State 
governments. 
Ironically, the Supreme Court, 
in impugning the good faith of 
Congressional committees with­ 
out ordering them to trial, is 
suspending the assumption of in­ 
nocent-till-proven 
- guilty. 
The 
Suprem e Court has set the right 
of privacy above the Congres­ 
sional need to know. By t h e 
most tortuous ways of reasoning, 
the Supreme Court has hobbled 
Congress almost to the point of 
immobility in this field. Quoting 
Justice Clark again: 
"To 
restrain 
and 
limit 
the 
breadth of investigative power of 
this (HUAC) Committee necessi­ 
tates the sim ilar handling of all 
the committees. The resulting re­ 
straint imposed on the commit­ 
tee system appears to cripple the 
system beyond workability.” 
Well, what can Congress do 
about it? The legislative branch 
cannot abolish the Judiciary, or 
instruct the Judiciary to mend 
its meddlesome ways. Nor would 
Congress adm it for a moment 
that its own duty to investigate 
in good faith is in any doubt 
whatever. 
The plin. as being discussed 
at this writing, is for the intro­ 
duction of a 
series of rather 
vague resolutions. These would 
declare it to be the ''sense'' of 
Congress that the existing laws 
do include the authority for its 
com m ittees and 
subcommittees 
to pursue full, complete and con­ 
tinuing investigations of subver­ 
sion and disloyal activities. 
If the Supreme Court takes the 
broad hint, alt right. If not. a 
whole new body of Coid War leg­ 
islation — probably more 
re­ 
strictive than 
m ost 
Americans 
would prefer — m ay be intro­ 
duced.
